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Swimming Pool Swells Rec Budget; GUI to Hold Annual Meeting 
Budget Public Hearing Is May 14 


by Leslie Robinson 

Members of Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) will hold 
their annual meeting on Wednesday, May 15 at 8 p.m. in 
the Center School. After the meeting, members will vote 
for five board members and three members for the Audit 
Committee. Voting will be in the City Hall after the meet¬ 
ing and again on Thursday during business hours. In an 
effort to encourage attendance door prizes will be offered. 

Seven candidates are running 


The Recreation Depart- 
meat budget will increase 
more than any other city 
budget category in the 1991/ 
92 (FY92) budget. This in¬ 
crease largely reflects the 
opening of the indoor pool, 
which accounts for three- 
quarters of the department’s 
34% budget increase over 
estimated FY91 expendi¬ 
tures. Council considered the 
proposed budget submitted 
by Assistant City_ Manager 
Michael P. McLaughlin at an 
April 30 worksession. 

Even with the increase, the 
proposed FY92 expenditures, $1.4 
million, represent a 6.6% de¬ 
crease from the original FY92 
authorization passed last year. 

Swimming Pools 

The largest budget category, 
and also the most uncertain, is 
for the city’s swimming pools. 
McLaughlin proposes total ex¬ 
penditures of $399,000 for FY92, 
up from $74,400 last year when 
only the outdoor pool was in 
operation. The proposed FY92 
expenditures are 10.6% less than 
those proposed in last year’s 
budget. The largest decreases 
were for employee benefits, 
which McLaughlin attributes to 
better estimating procedures, not 
to a cut in benefits, insurance, 
and for building maintenance. 

An additional reduction of 
$7,600 represents expenditures 
transferred to the capital im¬ 
provements budget. However, 
the estimated expenses for the 
indoor pool are based upon the 
experience of other local pools. 
The city will not be able to 
determine the accuracy of< these 
estimates until it actually be¬ 
gins operating the indoor pool. 

The new projected costs reduce 
tax subsidy of pool expenses 
from $192,000 to $144,000. Mc¬ 
Laughlin felt that the pool bud¬ 
get represented a conservative 
estimate of expenditures and 
revenues. City Manager James 
K Giese disagreed, calling it 
difficult to generate full-scale 
revenue projections in the first 
year of operation. Mayor pro 
tem Thomas X. White suggested 
that curiosity may drive up first 
year revenues, but that future 
years’ revenues may drop off. 

McLaughlin cautioned that the 
city must consider what it will 
do if unexpected events delay 
opening of the indoor pool. Since 
the pool operates at a loss. White 
suggested that delaying the pool 
would decrease the deficit. Giese 
disagreed, reminding council that 
the city must hire and train the 
full-time staff before the pool 
is complete. It must continue to

tion supervisor position. The 
original FY92 budget called for 
the creation of a new aquatics 
supervisor position and main¬ 
tenance of the current two 
recreation supervisor positions. 
McLaughlin’s new proposal still 
calls for the transfer of Recrea¬ 
tion Supervisor George Rogala 
to the aquatics supervisor posi¬ 
tion, but it leaves his recreation 
supervisor spot vacant for the 
remainder of the fiscal year. 
Council will also need to deter¬ 
mine Rogala’s salary in the new 
position. Rogala gave council in¬ 
formation on what other juris¬ 
dictions pay for similar posi¬ 
tions, but neither he nor Rec¬ 
reation Director Hank Irving 
recommended a specific grade or 
pay-

Budget Miscellany 

The city will spend $66,400 
in FY 92 on the intercity 
bus service, up 5,2% over 
estimated 1990/91 fiscal 
year. Of that amount, $7,000 
(10,5%) will be funded by 
fare revenue, with the re¬ 
mainder financed from tax 
revenues. Assistant City 
Manager Michael P. Mc¬ 
Laughlin said that since 
fares were increased last 
year, he did not consider a 
fare increase for the current 
budget. Children and senior 
citizens currently pay 75 
cents per trip while other 
adults pay $1.25. 

It will cost the city $743,000 
to service its tax supported debt 
in FY92. This represents a 
0.75% decrease from FY91 ex¬ 
penditures. FY92 expenditures 
are equivalent to 15*7 cents of 
the tax rate, down from 17.3 
cents in FY91. 

One change affecting all bud¬ 
get accounts is an across-the- 
board reduction in contributions 
tc the city’s replacement fund 

This fund finances expected 
equipment replacements. The cut 
will have no effect this year, but 
could be felt in the future, par¬ 
ticularly if future budgets do 
not restore the full contribution. 


$12,000 each for people to help 
with city arts programs and 
therapeutic recreation. These 
staffers do not appear in the 
city’s budget Because of the 
county’s financial problems, the 
city may lose some or all of 
this funding. Irving felt that 
the arts funding, which is being 
actively supported by a vocal 
group of citizens, will probably 
be renewed, but was concerned 
about the therapeutic recreation 
money. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
reported that Parks and Recre¬ 
ation Advisory Board Chair Tom 
Renahan asked council to con¬ 
sider replacing the funding with 
city money if it is not in the 
final county parks budget. 

Irving said that during the 
FY91 budget freeze, he had been 
unable to replace the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center Director 
when John Webster resigned. He 
hopes to have a new director 
at work by the end of May. 

McLaughlin’s proposed budget 
also calls for discontinuing the 
fall, winter and spring concert 
series while maintaining the 
more popular summer concerts-

The 1991 Candidates’ 
Night on Monday, May 1, 
produced more candidates 
than positions available on 
the board of GHI (Greenbelt 
Homes Inc.) and its Audit 
Committee. In the words of 
Susan Walker, member of 
the Elections and Nominat¬ 
ing Committee, who_ chaired 
the meeting, “It was the first 
time since I’ve been here 
that we’ve had a race.” 

Five of the nine board incum¬ 
bents are up for election on 
May 15 for a two-year term. 
All five are running for office 
again — President Wayne Wil¬ 
liams, Vice President Ray Mc- 
Cawley, Secretary Betty Deitch, 
Margaret Hogenson, and Alan 
Fieas. Contesting these board 
members are newcomer Keith 
Jahoda, and present Audit Com¬ 
mittee member Robert Rash- 
kin. 

All three Audit Committee 
positrons are up for election for 
a one-year term. Incumbent Ed 
James and three other Green- 
belters are competing for the 
three positions — Linda Levine, 
Virginia Moryadas, and Leonard 
Wallace. (Editor’s note — Since 
the candidates’ night Craig 
Tooley has entered the race for 
Audit Committee.) 

Not all of the candidates were 
at the meeting. Williams was 
teaching at Prince Georges 
County Community College* His 
statement was read by board 


for five places on the board: in¬ 
cumbents Wayne Williams, Ray 
McCawley, Betty Deitch, Mar¬ 
garet Hogenson, and Alan 
Freas, and challengers Keith 
Jahoda and Robert Rashkin. 

As of this writing there are 
six candidates for the three 
Audit Committee positions. In¬ 
cumbent Ed James is running 
for re-election. Other candidates 
are Linda Levine, Leonard Wal¬ 
lace, Virginia Moryadas and 
Craig Tooley. 

A petition received from 10 
members proposes that 82.5 acres 
of wooded land now held by GHI 
be put under an environmental 
easement. The easement, under 
the Maryland Environmental 
Trust, would allow areas not 
near habitation to be left en¬ 
tirely to nature. There would 
be no property taxes for the 
first 15 years, after which the 


member John Mcngelli, who also 
read board member McCawley’s 
statement. James’ statement was 
read by Diana Liebscher. Two 
candidates, Moryadas and Wal¬ 
lace, were not present and had 
no statements to be read. 

Opening Statements 

Chairman Walker gave each 
candidate three minutes to say 
why they should be elected and 
what their personal qualifica¬ 
tions were (covered elsewhere in 
the News Review). After this 
introduction each candidate was 
given a chance to answer ques¬ 
tions from the audience. 

Williams’ prepared statement 
cited accomplishments during his 
presidency such as work to pre¬ 
vent further stress cracks in ma¬ 
sonry homes, correction of faulty 
swales, installation of . ridge 
vents, and paint-saving vinyl 
trim. The financial reserve pol¬ 
icy that allowed correction of 
storm drains and sewer lines 
without an increase in members’ 
fees was mentioned. The looming 
issues for GHI, according to 
Williams, are the management 
of GHI’s 82.5 acres of forest, 
recycling, review of the by-laws, 
the economic recession, and mid¬ 
range financial planning. 

Deitch said she would like to 
continue serving on me board 
because of her concern for 
Greenbelt. 

Jahoda proposed a “creative 
solution” to managing GHI’s 82 5 
acres to set an example for the 
city to follow in managing its 
140 acres of forest Jahoda fa- 


land would be assessed by the 
state at a value reflecting the 
reduced value because of the 
easement 

Currently the 82.5 acres are 
under a forest management 
agreement with the State of 
Maryland. The current annual 
taxes are about $300 per year 
for the entire tract. Added to 
this cost is about $3,700 that 
GHI has to spend on reforesta¬ 
tion. according to Ron Colton, 
General Manager of GHI. 

The board decided that more 
information is necessary and will 
recommend that the matter be 
tabled for a year for further 
study. It is up to the member¬ 
ship to decide. 

Three door prizes will be of¬ 
fered to get members to the 
meeting — one $100 U.S, Sav¬ 
ings Bond and two $50 bonds. 
These amounts are down sharp¬ 
ly from the $200 bond and two 
$100 bonds offered in 1990.

Freas praised GHI’s system 
of financial reserves that fi¬ 
nanced new hot water heaters 
without straining the budget. 

Rashkin said it was time to 
change from a corporate view 
to a coop view in running GHI 
Rashkin is the lead author of 
the proposal to place GHFs 82 5 
acres under an environmental 
easement instead of the present 
day forestry management agree¬ 
ment with the state. 

Hogenson said a cooperative 
has to be fiscally sound. She 
felt that the board should get 
more GHI residents to serve 
on committees. She expressed 
caution about changing the man¬ 
agement of GHFs 82.5 forested 
acres without consulting the len¬ 
ders who hold GHI notes, 

McCawley’s statement urged 
members to come out to vote 
because “participation makes 
Greenbelt great” 

Levine praised the News Re¬ 
view for a “lot of good infor¬ 
mation on these meetings,” She 
thinks the forests surrounding 
Greenbelt are a very good idea. 

The statement by James set 
forth his 14 years of residence 
in Greenbelt and his profession¬ 
al interests.

GHI Changes Meeting Date

In a routine bimonthly Thursday meeting on April 25, 
the board of GHI (Greenbelt Homes Inc.) decided to delay 
the scheduled date for the last meeting in May because 
it was on the same night as the May 23 Giese-Mills retire¬ 
ment affair. Board President Wayne Williams skillfully 
steered the board members through a flurry of motions, 
finally pinning them down to May 30 as the new meeting 


date. 

In other actions the board 
approved a first reading of a 
proposal to spend $30,000 for 
parking lot repairs. These re¬ 
pairs will be made at 18 Ridge 
Road, 7 Research Road, 24 Ridge 
Road, portions of 7 Southway, 
and a few potholes in other 
courts. The board approved Gen¬ 
eral Manager Ron Colton’s pro¬ 
posal to allocate the calendar 
year 1990 surplus of $21,695 to 
reserves for frame homes, ma¬ 
sonry homes, and large homes. 

The board made a gift of a 
$100 savings bond to the Ameri¬ 
can Legion Auxiliary, hosts of 
a USO carnival and dance at 
Greenbelt Day Weekend on June 
2, a 54th anniversary. At the 
board’s direction GHI members 
will soon receive a new and 
greatly simplified breakdown of 
maintenance responsibilities be¬ 
tween GHI staff and GHI mem¬ 
bers. The board delayed action 
on adopting a “Restated Conflict 
of Interest Policy” prepared by 
the staff of GHI- 

Two Letters 

The first of two letters re¬ 
sulted from the recent shortfall 
in Countv tax revenues that 
caused County Executive Paris 
Glen den i ng to propose an in¬ 
crease in property taxes. The 
projected tax bite may cost GHI 
an estimated $25,000, or more, 
said Cclton. Williams requested 
that Colton draft a letter to 
Glendening that would point out, 
among other things, that GHI is 
one of the largest taxpayers in 
the County.

The second letter was about 
the uncertainly over the coun¬ 
ty’s commitment to recycling. 
According to the manager’s 
memo, when the board reviewed 
recycling procedures some time 
ago, it agreed to support par¬ 
ticipation by the city in the 
county’s program, provided chat 
door-to-door pickup from GHI 
homes was part of the proce¬ 
dures. At the recycling festiva’ 
on April 6. Jesse Buggs. Prince 
Georges County Recycling Co¬ 
ordinator, announced his decis¬ 
ion that door-to-door pickup 
would be provided for only one 
year. The board approved a let¬ 
ter initiated by board member 
Donald Comis, asking Buggs to 
explain the basis for his com¬ 
ments. 

Board member Betty Deitch 
voiced the frustration of many 
GHI members' with the recycling 
scheme, “What should I do with 
one pickle jar and one plastic 
milk jug?” she asked- Besides, 
she continued, “the yellow top¬ 
less container doesn’t fit in my 
garbage closet.” 

Colton reported that GHI staff 
was assisting members to re¬ 
solve servicing problems as a 
result of the transfer of mort¬ 
gages from (1) Twin Pines. (2) 
Community Savings and Loan, 
to (3) Epic, to (4) Skyline, and 
finally, for now, Loyola Federal 
Savings and Loan. 

Refreshing and a Good Job 

The meeting was brightened 
up when a GHI resident and 
candidate for the board, Keith 
Jahoda, complimented GHI man¬ 
agement and the board on ac¬ 
tions taken to phase out the 
dump behind GHI headquarters. 
Williams thanked Jahoda for his

by board member Alan Freas to 
Joe Whalen, director of mainte¬ 
nance, for a good job on trim¬ 
ming some “humongous” oak 
trees in Freas neighborhood.

City Coi/ncil will hold a 
public hearing on the FY 92 
budget and capital improve¬ 
ment budget in the council 
room on Tuesday, May 14, at 
8 p.m. 

A work session on the Green 
Ridge House Budget will be held 
in the dining room of Green 
Ridge House on Wednesday, 
May 15, at 8:00 p.m. The final 
council work session on the bud¬ 
get will be held Monday, May 
20 at 8 p.m- in the first floor 
conference room of the munici¬ 
pal building. 

Adoption of the budget is 
scheduled for the regular coun¬ 
cil meeting on Wednesday. May 
29. 


Projected Revenues 

The city now estimates 
that total revenues for fiscal 
year 1992, which begins this 
July 1, will total $10.2 mil¬ 
lion, approximately $1 mil¬ 
lion under the original pro¬ 
jections. This total is 7.6 
percent more than estimated 
FY91 revenues, but 8.9 per¬ 
cent less than the city's or¬ 
iginal FY92 projections. 

All categories of revenue ex¬ 
cept fines and forfeiture are 
now expected to be less than 
the original FY92 projections. 
Several categories, including li¬ 
censes and permits, revenues 
from other agencies and miscel¬ 
laneous revenues are now pro¬ 
jected to be less than estimated 
FY91 revenues. 

McLaughlin told council at an 
April 30 work session that the 
city is conducting an inventory 
of city businesses against coun¬ 
ty tax rolls. 

Potential Sources 

Assistant City Manager Mi¬ 
chael P McLaughlin said that 
Police Chief James Craze has 
proposed empowering the animal 
wardens to issue parking tickets. 
City Manager James K- Giese 
said that another idea being con¬ 
sidered by city staff is the use 
cf coinless meters for limited 
time parking places- These me¬ 
ters eliminate the need for police 
to mark tires to establish that 
a car has been parked for long¬ 
er than is permitted. He sug¬ 
gested that council consider us¬ 
ing regular meters at the lake 
park. 

The city's interest revenue is 
also down from projections. Be¬ 
sides the recent lower rates, the 
reduced revenues reflect a low¬ 
er unallocated balance follow¬ 
ing two years of budget defi¬ 
cits- Giese said that the city 
is watching carefully to ensure 
that the lower balance does not 
create cash flow problems for 
the city, which does not receive 


any revenue during the first 
three months of the fiscal year. 

Taxes 

Property taxes are also down 
significantly from projections. 
Real property taxes are now 
projected to be 104% less than 
the original projections. Giese 
said that the city staff has ex¬ 
amined 100 homes and deter¬ 
mined that there has been an 
average increase in assessed 
value of just 2%. Some homes, 
especially in the newer parts 
cf the city, have actually re¬ 
ceived decreases in their assessed 
values. 

Income tax revenues are also 
projected to decline- However, 
the city will not know the final 
extent of the decrease for some 
time- Giese explained that al¬ 
though the city will not receive 
its portion of residents’ 1990 
taxes until the ccming August, 
the money gets credited to 
FY91, which ends this June, and 
not FY92, in which the money is 
actually received. 


General Government 

Expenditures for general 
government will increase 
1.1% over estimated FY91 
expenditures if council ad¬ 
opts the budget proposed by 
Assistant City Manager Mi¬ 
chael P. McLaughlin for 
FY92. This account covers 
expenditures for council, the 
city manager's office, the 
finance and administrative 
services staff, planning and 
development staff, legal 
counsel, community promo¬ 
tion and maintenance of the 
Municipal Building. 

The total expenditure of $1-256 
million represents a decrease of 
6.1% from the original FY92 
authorization approved last 
year. McLaughlin proposes that 
the part-time planner authorized 
but not hired in FY91 be hired 


for FY92. However, a part-time 
office assistant and part-time 
cable programmer authorized 
last year will still not be hired. 

Enough for TDOZ? 

Council member Thomas X. 
White asked whether the plan¬ 
ning and development budget of 
$134,600 provided for city an¬ 
alysis of the Transit District 
Overlay Zone around the Metro 
station. Director of Planning 
and Development Celia Wilson 
said that it did not provide for 
the city doing an independent 
assessment and developing its 
own plan. However, she felt that 
the proposed budget will permit 
approaching Metro’s TDOZ plans 
in the same manner as the city 
would review any developer’s 
proposal. She assured council 
that if the $12,000 budgeted for 
professional services proved in¬ 
sufficient, she would seek addi¬ 
tional funds from the council. 

Personnel Cuts 

The city administration bud¬ 
get reduces personnal expenses 
3.2%, in part reflecting lower 
salary and benefits for the new 
city manager. However, the final 
figures cannot be determined un¬ 
til the negotiations with the new 
manager are complete. 

Smaller cuts include convert¬ 
ing the quarterly city newsletter 
to a semiannual publication and 
elimination of the employee ban¬ 
quet and picnic. The budget also 
proposed dropping the $2,100 for 
the Prince Georges Municipal! 
Association’s legislative pro¬ 
gram. 


Greenbelt LURES 

The budget for Greenbelt 
CARES, the city's youth 
services bureau, will be in¬ 
creased 7.4% over estimated 
FY91 expenditures, under 
the FY92 budget proposed 
bv Assistant City Manager 
Michael P. McLaughlin. 
However, the department's 
funding is uncertain due to 
the grants it receives from 
the state and county govern¬ 
ments. 


At the April 10 work session, 
CARES Director Carol Leven- 
thal said that it appears that 
the state funding will be cut. 
The city had attempted, unsuc¬ 
cessfully, to meet, along with 
College Park and Bowie, with 
state Delegate Charles Ryan to 
discuss the funding problem- 
McLaughlin’s budget assumes 
that the county grant to CARES 
will remain at $10,000 while 
the state grant will stay steady 
at $97,300, down from the $105,- 
500 originally expected for FY- 
92. 

Under McLaughlin’s proposal 
CARES spending will total 
$234,500, which is 2-9% less than 
in the original FY92 budget ten¬ 
tatively approved last year- Ap¬ 
proximately 84% of the agency’s 
budget goes for salary and bene¬ 
fits. The next largest expendi¬ 
ture is for professional services. 
Other than insurance, no other 


expenditure categories exceed 

$ 10 , 000 . 

Leventhal characterized FY91 
as a “rather difficult year.” The 
CARES staff is operating at full 
capacity and has had to turn 
some people away, CARES’ wait¬ 
ing list has been closed to 
everyone excent city residents 
and youths referred by juvenile 
services. 

No major changes are pro¬ 
posed for FY92. Leventhal said 
that the department continues 
to benefit from substantial 
amounts of donated time. She 
said that alcohol continues to 
be the major drug problem af¬ 
fecting clients, but that it seems 
to be affecting younger chil¬ 
dren. She said that CARES' 
ability to address this and oth¬ 
er drug problems is limited by 
the lack of space in current 
treatment programs.

Public Works 

by Diane Oberg 

Assistant City Manager 
Michael P. McLaughlin 
praised Acting Public Works 
Director Kenny Hall and Ad¬ 
ministrative Assistant Dave 
Helmeeki for their recom¬ 
mendations for budget re¬ 
ductions. He said that if 
their proposals are success¬ 
ful, the department will 
“have truly done more with 
less.” McLaughlin's budget 
for fiscal year 1992 (begin¬ 
ning July 1) calls for in¬ 
creasing public works expen¬ 
ditures just 0.2 percent over 
estimated FY91 expendi¬ 
tures. 

Under McLaughlin's budget 
proposal, FY92 public works 
spending will total $1-653 mil¬ 
lion, up from $1,650 estimated 
expenditures for FY91. This 
represents a 3.9 percent decrease 
from the FY92 authorization in 
last year's two-year budget. Pub¬ 
lic works moves from the city's 
second largest budget category, 


behind the police, to the third 
largest in PY92 as the indoor 
pool pushes the recreation and 
parks budget into second place. 

Staffing 

For FY92 the department will 
experience significant cuts in 
staffing authorization. The re¬ 
fuse collection staff was recent¬ 
ly reduced from eight members 
to six as the county recycling 
program began. Now that the 
regular refuse crews no longer 
collect newspapers on Wednes¬ 
days, the two refuse crews col¬ 
lect special trash on Wednes¬ 
days, allowing the separate spe¬ 
cial trash crew to be disbanded. 

Last year's FY92 authorization 
added a maintenance crew mem¬ 
ber for the indoor pool building 
and two parks crew members for 
Schrom Hills Park. Although the 
revised *92 budget retains the 
pool maintenance staffer, it eli¬ 
minates the two Schrom Hills 
staffers. Summer help positions 
have also been drastically re¬ 
duced. Instead of the original 
20 four-month positions, the new 
budget provides for only six 
three-month spots. 

Refuse Collection

unchanged under McLaughlin's 
proposal. Although the county is 
raising landfill tipping fees by 
12 percent, the city expects that 
the new recycling program will 
reduce trash volume by the same 
amount. In addition, the city 
should receive a landfill dispos¬ 
al rebate from the county in an 
amount still uncertain. 

The Public Works staff has 
taken several steps to reduce 
costs of refuse collection, such 
as extending the life of trash

collection barrels and beginning 
a recycling program for appli¬ 
ances. Under this program, dis¬ 
carded major appliances will be 
sold to a salvage yard for a 
small revenue gain, rather than 
the city's paying to dump these 
machines in the landfill. 

McLaughlin's budget also calls 
for stopping the weekend clean¬ 
ing of Roosevelt Center, al¬ 
though trash will sfcill be col¬ 
lected on both Saturday and 
Sunday. The city has ordered 
larger trash containers for the 
Center to eliminate the prob¬ 
lem of overflowing barrels. 

Equipment 

To reduce expenditures, the 
Public Works Department decid¬ 
ed not to purchase a $50,000 bull¬ 
dozer, In addition, purchase of a 
$2,000 sign machine was de¬ 
ferred. Hall still supports pur¬ 
chase of this machine if the 
city can find the funds. In the 
long run, Hall said, this machine 
will pay for itself by eliminating 
the city's need to purchase road 
signs. 

Purchases of landscaping sup¬ 
plies have been cut by more than 
half from FY90. The city has re¬ 
duced expenses by using more 
perennials and by growing more 
of its plants in a greenhouse 
funded in the '91 budget. 

Street Work 

Greenbelt East residents have 
complained that line markings 
on Hanover Parkway are diffi¬ 
cult to see at night and in bad 
weather. In response to these 
complaints, the Public Works 
budget provides for relining with 
reflective paint all city streets 
having a center line. Hall said 
that staying on top of the cen¬ 
ter lining is the best the city 
can do, short of installing re- 
flectors^jn^th^roadwa^^^^^ 


Council Tidbits

* Gave a verbal “sense of coun¬ 
cil" that the Greenbelt Coopera¬ 
tive Nursery School “historically 
has been a viable, well-run part 
of Greenbelt," in Councilmem- 
ber Antoinette Bram's words, 
and “it's a great asset to Green¬ 
belt," in Weidenfeld's. The Nur¬ 
sery School was seeking reassur¬ 
ance that it would be given con¬ 
sideration if space were allocat¬ 
ed in the community center for 
a day care program. 

* By the consent agenda, di¬ 
rected staff to request the State

Your Police Are In Trouble.... 

.. And They Need Your Support!! 

In 1990, City Council approved a 4.5 cent tax increase in order to 
fund a new pension plan for City Police Officers. With the additional 
revenue from this tax increase, the available pool of funds for police 
pensions was nearly $350,000. Although the tax increase was a large one, 
not one city resident publicly opposed it, but instead supported changing 
from 30 to 25 the number of years required before a City Police Officer 
could retire. 

What the residents were not told, was that as part of the change 
to a 25 year plan, Staff recommended a drastic cut in benefits which is 
expected to result in a 50% or greater reduction in earnings for Police 
Officers at time of retirement. This substantial cut in benefits applies only 
to City Police Officers. The justification, Staff believed, was simple — 
since Police could retire after 25 years, then they should receive less at 
retirement than all other City Employees. This despite the City’s recog¬ 
nition of the need to implement the 25 year plan. 

After 1980, with the majority of all classified city employees in the 
Maryland State Retirement Systems pension plan, the City implemented 
a supplement to the pension. Since all employees in the pension plan and 
the new police pension will receive about 31% of their average final 
salary upon retirement, the City established a deferred compensation plan 
through I.C.M.A. In the early 1980’s, realizing that 31% at the time of 
retirement was grossly inadequate, the City began matching employee 
contributions to the deferred compensation up to 5% of an employee’s 
salary. The pension plan plus deferred compensation with the matching 
funds, was thereby intended to provide an adequate retirement that the 
pension alone could not. 

If current Council decisions stand, City Police Officers have lost 
their matching deferred compensation funds. City Police Officers need 
your help in changing the Council’s mind and restoring this very import¬ 
ant benefit. 

Since Staff’s initial proposal to drastically reduce benefits, one mem¬ 
ber of Council has stood by the Citv Police Officers. At the direction of 
Mayor pro-tem Tom White, Staff drafted a resolution that called for the 
continuation of matching funds for City Police Officers. In August. 1990, 
that resolution was introduced for first reading by Citv Council. On 
September 17, 1990, with the resolution being considered for 2nd reading 
and final passage the matter was tabled with no discussion of the issue 
permitted, over the objection of Mayor pro-tem White. 

Meanwhile, of the nearly $350,000 ($220,000 from the tax increase) 
made avaialble for the new pension plan, less than half was spent on the 
new pension. The remainder of those monies were diverted elsewhere. 

Since early last year the leadership of the Fraternal Order of Police 
has been working with Council in an effort to have this vital benefit re¬ 
stored. Since we have not met with success, we are turning to the Com¬ 
munity for help. Taking out newspaper ads is an extraordina^v step, 
and one we had hoped to avoid. We fee! that the significance of this issue, 
and the profoundly negative impact this has had on the morale of the 
City Police Officers, makes it essential that each citizen be informed of 
this situation. 

We believe that providing an adequate retirement is essential if the 
the City hopes to attract and retain top professionals to provide the level 
of police service the Citizens of Greenbelt have come to exnect and de¬ 
serve. We further believe that undue financial hardship is placed on 
Police Officers when they are expected to draw a retirement that is sub¬ 
stantially less than other employees. 

We hope that you will agree that this situation is unfair and unjust. 

Your Police Officers desperately need your support at the final budget 
work session of the city council to be held on Monday, May 20, 1991 at 
8:00 p.m. at city hall.

Area Student Receives 
Presidential Award

A Presidential Scholarship has 
been awarded to 17-year-old 
Zandra Renee Brown of Maple¬ 
wood Court. 

The Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School senior is the daughter of 
Ben and Dottie Brown, who 
moved their family to Greenbelt 
six years ago. 

Zandra plans to use her schol¬ 
arship, which will pay one-third 
of her college expenses, at High 
Point College in High Point, 
North Carolina. She is one of 
35 recipients from seven states 
honored with this award. 

Competition standards for a 
Presidential Scholarship are 
high: applicants must have a 
grade point average above 3.5 
(of a possible 4 0), score a com¬ 
bined total above 1,100 points 
on the Scholastic Aptitude Tests 
given college-bound students, 
and be involved in school as well 
as constructive extra-curricular 
activities in the community. 

Zandra has been on school 
honor rolls continuously since 
kindergarten, the year she began 
taking piano lessons. Except for 
a period in the fourth grade 
(when the county schools weren't 
offering instrumental music to 
that grade level), she has stud¬ 
ied music; her older sister Ken¬ 
dra helped her learn to play the 
flute, and she took piano les¬ 
sons.

Keeping a calendar so she can

1. For the tax year beginning July 1, 1991, the es¬ 
timated assessable base will increase by 4.0%, 
from $442,176,703 to $459,791,643. 

2. If the City of Greenbelt maintains the current 
tax rate of $1.30 per $100 of assessment, proper¬ 
ty tax revenues will increase by 4.0%, resulting 
in $228,994 of new property tax revenues. 

3. In order to fully offset the effect of increasing 
assessments, the property tax rate should be re¬ 
duced to $1.25, the constant yield tax rate. 

4. The city is considering not reducing its property 
tax rate enough to offset increasing assessments. 
The city proposes to adopt a tax rate of $1.32 
per $100 of assessment. This tax rate is 5.6% 
higher than the constant yield tax rate and will 
generate $320,952 in additional property tax 
revenues.

three parts, about crime and the 
“flavor of Greenbelt." 

Levine replied — “If we don’t 
recycle there is going to be a po- 
lution problem." Rashkin said 
that in the “unfashionable north- 
side" where he lives, “We 
haven’t had any crime to speak 
of." He went on to say that "I 
can’t imagine a prettier place 
to live and I want to keep it 
this way." Freas said Green- 
belters were subject to crime 
in the shopping centers, which 
is understandable because they 
are on the Beltway with easy 
access roads in and out Jahoda 
told of his experience when his 
neighbors helped police to catch 
a crook. He said one line in the 
real estate ads said it all for 
him — “backs to the woods." 

Janet Parker asked the board 
and committee hopefuls what 
they would do about walkways 
where hedges impede passage, 
unsightlv sheds erected on the 
gardenside of homes, unkempt 
yards, and bamboo thickets. 

Deitch called free standing 
sheds “barns" that obstruct the 
view and the breezes. But she 
didn't think members would 
stand for an increase in fees to 
correct hedge and sidewalk 
problems- Jahoda thought it best 
for each member to set a good 
example. Freas made the point 
that GHI didn’t have the staff 
to patrol the sidewalks. Rash- 
kin said that GHI did not have 
the staff to address each walk¬ 
way everyday. Hogenson said 
that GHI obviously has to do 
better. Levine replied with “I 
look out sometimes and think, 
whv doesn’t someone dean this 
mess up?" She suggested that 
members should clean up the 
walkwavs themselves. 

Donald Comis, a board mem¬ 
ber whose term expires next 
year, raised the question of con¬ 
flict of interest by those who 
might serve on the board or 
Audit Committee such as a real 
estate person or vinyl siding 
salesman. 

Rashkin said there is nothing 
in the rules to single out a 
profession. Freas said he would 
have no objection to board or 
committee members excusing 
themselves from voting once or 
twice a year. Deitch said a mem¬ 
ber should be able to vote 99 
percent of the time. Walker said 
“I personallv trust the residents 
of Greenbelt to make a proper 
.decision.” 

Rodney Roberts took the floor 
to propose that the annual sav¬ 
ings in taxes and reforestation 
expense of $4,000 made by ^ 
switching to the environmental 
easement on the 82.5 GHI acres 
be spent on sidewalks, to which 
Rashkin responded that the 
money saved be used to reduce 
member’s payments, Jahoda sug¬ 
gested spending it on play¬ 
grounds, Freas asked to keep 
the forest under the present for¬ 
estry management plan or 
Greenbelt might suffer a holo¬ 
caust with burning embers rain¬ 
ing on the town- Hogenson need¬ 
ed more facts before comment¬ 
ing. Levine would like the trees 
to remain standing. 

And Julian Weiss had the 
honor of the last question. He 
asked how well GHI was man¬ 
aged. Freas replied that we have 
about one of the best managed 
coops in the country and Deitch 
agreed. Rashkin replied that he 
knew of a vocal minority that 
felt that “We are not doing 
a very good job" Jahoda ob¬ 
served that he wanted a board 
that directs the management 
and not the other way around*
